1 . I am a named inventor in the above-referenced patent application. 



2. In response to the written description rejection raised in connection with this 
application, I point out that the three amino acid intracellular domain of the chimeric 
receptor described on page 48, lines 31-33, and in Figure 8 A of the above-referenced 



patent application does not signal a host cell to destroy a receptor-bound target. 
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Instead, this three amino acid intracellular domain likely functions as an anchor to help 
hold the chimera in the cell membrane. Our data indicate that signaling in this construct 
is mediated by the transmembrane domain.
